The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 4,1 1-13, 17 and 18 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show or 
suggest the first and second longitudinally extending bars surrounding the portion on 
both horizontal sides and above and exposing the portion generally only downwardly, 
second transversely extending bars bent upward and connected to the first and second 
longitudinally extending bars, and portions of the first bars bent inward and holding the 
portion of the one resistor in the seat as recited in claim 17.
